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James Six Nolloth, supt. of Apt. 1350 w adison Ave*, NYC advised that 
L Thayer and Nicholas Nabokoff at one time lived together in apt. 4 North of that 
Tg. ..N, who was divorced, married again ...and Thayer mo ed out in ^arch 1943 
the NY Athletic j?lub.. .While Nabokoff was out of town T often brought in men 
r frlends to spent the night with him. These were always young men. There was a period 
of about 3 months when Thayer and Nabokoff had a young 25-year old French boy named 
Jacques Brosse living with them. He was very effeminate and the obvious type that 
one calls a "queer. 11 He was a-neighborhood boy having another rooming place about two 
blocks away...Brosse was an artist who drew a lot of nude pictures and read a lot of 
French books which are still in Nab’s apt. The informant statd he knew there was some¬ 
thing between the French boy,xxd Bross, and Thayer...when he first saw Thayer he"had him 
tabbed as a queer ."...&11 of his men friends seemed to be the "queer type."...The informaj 
advised that he had found that Thayer, who is always clandestine about his affairs, held 
a position that had to do with broadcasting propaganda to Russia. He said that he had 
been suspicious of Thayer and Nabokoff, not because N is a Russian but because every 
person with whom they associated or brought into the apt. not only looked foreign but 
all spoke with foreign accents....He said he found a piece of writing in the apt. 
apparently written by Brosse giving some details of his background, which is as follows: 
Name: Jacques Brosse.... I was in underground during German occupation. I have been four 
months in the US with the French press at Lake Success. Positions held: Editor of the X 
French newspaper "Combat" for one year. At present editor of "Esprit," a French literary 
magazine, managing director of "Les Portes de.France," published in Paris..., 

Mr. Nolloth advised that the Bank of Canada once sent a representative to 
see him regarding Nabokoff because N was a Russian and wanted i o go to Canada...The 
representative seemed to be very suspicious regarding N. Informant closed by saying 
there was no doubt in his own mind but that Thayer and his friends were hs, 

Mrs. J. Rist, 113 E. 95th St., NYc stated she remembered Col. Thayer who lived 

next door at 120 b. 95 th for six months in 1946...Both 118 and 120 have gardens in the 

back and she was able to observe him during the summ r months...He never entertained 

women but always had young men...His association with a large number of young men which 
did not include women seemed off for "such a nicelooking young'man.. 


Confidential Informant A, who is employed as Chief of one of the .sections in the 
New York Office of IED stated he has known Thayer for 1 or lj yrs...he is, unpopular 
becuaee conceited, selfish and an extreme introvert whom many people detest. He is not a 
good administrator but in an attempt to be a strong administrator makes quick decisions, 
most of which are bad and he will never retract or admit any mistake, This makes it very 
difficult for the rest of the staff to continually try to cover up for Thayer’s mistakes,| 
He is no good for teamwork and is a bad organizer. The informant, who is considered to 
be very reliable..was in the OWI Foreign Broadcasting Division...He was in the OIC 
Program before Thayer was made Chief of IBD and he expressed great surpirse that the 
Dept, would appoint a man like Thayer with no radio technical background to head such a 
technical division...The informant said: "If it is homosexuality you are looking for, I 
not sure." He said he assumed this because of office gossip regarding Thayer and his 
association with Nicholas Nabokoff who is obviously hs...The majority of the people in th| 
IBD office, according to the informant, now accept Nab. and Thayer as a "pair" and they 
are the lua^ging stock of the office. Thayer has been very friendly with a goodlooking 
young man named Robert Ross who is Acting Chief of the Radio Program Branch. He described] 
Ross as a weak young man who is undoubtedly homosexual and who would submit to any wish 
of Thayer's in order to stay in T's good graces or procure a promotion. ^ .The informant h] 
no proof to offer that Ross is hs but expressed himself as having ho doubt whatsoever. 
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F fie other Army officer, whose name I do not remember, called Thayer »Charlies... V 
Thayer at that time was married. Porter tole me that although Thayer was married he is 
a "high class" hs and is known only among "high placed" homosexuals...,. 


During the week of May 14 to 21, 1948, I took a trip toNYC. While I was there, I found 
that Ira Porter was then in NYC "from somewhere out west" where he had been since his 
resignation from the State Dept. ...I also met Vernon Alves, a former Lieut, of the 
US A r my who is known to me as a hs. Sian.,, .‘"hen I met Alves, Alves said to me* "Port e\ 
is still in love with you and is going to make a queer out of you yet. I laughed this 
oH as a joke. While Porter and I were talking, the name of Thayer came up and I 
asked Porter if he remembered the night that the two of us had gone to Thayer's apt, 
and caught Thayer in a hs act. Porter laughed and answered that he certainly did. I 
told Porter that I was interested in a position in the "Voice of America'* and wondered I 
whether Porter would ask A hayer to show me thru the shop. 


Porter told me that Thayer had married an Italian girl named Maria Patrucci of whom 
Thayer did not know very much before marriage. Porter stated that Mrs. Thayer is a 
lesbian and that the marriage "did not take" and that she went to Mexico City, got a 
Mexican divorce and is now back in Rome. Porter said the only proof he had of that was 
that Thayer had^ told himself that Mrs. Thayer «x is a lesbian.

The next day Porter made arrangements to meet Thayer with me. We went to a bar and 
a few drinks except Thayer who at that time had a stomach ailment and had doctor's 
orders not to drink any more alcoholic drinks. The three of tfiim ate and drank for f 
several hours_during which we told many hs jokes and talked of many people who 

are hd and which man was in love witlji another. It was clear to me that Thayer had ac¬ 

cepted me as a good friend of Porter s and therefore as a hs, or if not hs, one whom 
a hs may accept as "trade," a person who might submit to hs advances. During the entire 
evening Thayer paid very much attention to me. Most of the conversation that evening 
was in a hs vein and I felt as though Thayer were feeling me out. Thayer is a very/ 

smooth and accomplished man. When we left the restaurant and bar we took a cab to Mf/p 

Porter's apartment. On entering the cab I offered to take Thayer's valise which'he had 

w U mu alons * ? it up and Thayer put his hand over mine 'and held it. In the ffi; 

cab Thayer continued to hold my hand and squeezed it just as a young boy would seueeze 
a y ung girl s hand, when we reached Porter's place.Thayer did not let go of my hand V‘ 
and after Porter had left the cab Thayer sat a little closer to me, earressed my 
hand, and gave the driver the address 1350 Madison Ave. Thayer asked me to 4 drop by his 
apt. for a few drinks. While the cab was on the way to 1350 ~adison Thayer began 
to get "real close" to me and he breathed heavily, showing ouite clearly that he was 
excited, as we rode along I realized that that was "the old homosexual approach" 
and I to^d Thayer that I had another appointment and asked to be let out of the cab. 
Thayer asked me several times tc go to his apartment for sveral drinks, but he was 
too suave and smooth for me. I became a little frightened and made the excuse that 
I had a very definite appointment...whereupon Thayer directed the cab to my hotel....I 
had been trhoguh this type of approach several times and I knew...that it could not by 
any stretch of the imagination be construed as anything but a hs approach, especially
